Plans are completed for the an- 
nual poultry field day at the col- 
lege of agriculture Thursday, and 
preparations for the annual feed- 
ers' day Friday are making pro- 
gress. 
Poultrymen from all sections of 
the state are expected for the 
poultry event, which will feature a 
tour of successful 
commercial 
plants in and around Lincoln. The 
tour starts from the college cam- 
pus at 9 a. m. A public address 
system will be used to describe the 
various operations to onlookers. 
The first stop is scheduled for 
the Coryell Commercial Center 
near Havelock. Laying cages in 
two large rooms providing accom- 
modations for 2,592 layers feature 
this plant. On the LaRue Brown 
poultry farm at Davey, the tour- 
ing poultrymen will see how this 
farm family maintains a good 
standard of living by efficiently 
managing a poultry flock of 1,500 
to 2,000 birds. 
Experimental poultry work will 
be viewed at the college poultry 
farm. Particular interest is ex- 
pected around a new type of poul- 
try house, made of rammed earth. 
Work on emulsified asphalt floor^ 
ing put into a laying house will 
draw attention. 
On the Hill poultry farm, visi- 
tors will see a three story laying 
house which will accommodate 
2,000 hens. A successful and prac- 
tical partnership plan will be 
shown at the Whitten and Wipper- 
man farm. Thru the system of 
feeding1, lighting and general man- 
agement, the flock maintained 50 
percent egg production all sum- 
mer. 
Meantime plans are making pro- 
gress for the annual fall rooters' 
day scheduled for the college Fri- 
clay, given the name of cmeigency 
livestock day instead this year.

WASHINGTON. UP). Senator 
Smathers (cL, N. J.) charged that 
at the time Hugo L. Black was 
nominated to the supreme court 
there was a "plot" among some 
senators to delay for at least two

DISCUSS ACCIDENT CAUSES 
Heart Failure, Suicide, Sug- 


gested in Law Suit. 


Attorney for the Park Edgar Oil 
company filed a demurrer in su- 
preme court Tuesday to the peti- 
tion in the workmen compensation 
case brought against it by Ella F. 
Hoff, whose husband, a truck 
driver, was killed along: with others 
when on April 14, 1936, he drove 
his transport filled with gasoline 
into a Burlington passenger train 
locomotive at a grade crossing In 
Gage county. The company says 
that as an acident is an unforseen 
event, the driving- of a truck into 
an engine in daylight when the 
operator was awake cannot be so 
classified. 


Their attorney discusses several 
explanations, one the possibility of 
suicide because of a brief separa- 
tion from Hoff's wife, but declared 
improbable; another that 
after 
greeting a farmer and the engine 
driver when 600 yards from the 
crossing he may have been the vic- 
tim of a sudden heart attack and 
dead when he drove into the loco- 
motive. Neither can it be called an 
accident when the law forbids re- 
covery where the manner In which 
the truck was driven indicated a 
wanton and wilful disregard for 
the safety of others, and also re- 
quires trucks to come to a com- 
plete stop at rail crossings. 
The position taken by the attor- 
ney for the wife, who was awarded 
58 a week for 325 weeks plus $150 
burial expenses, is untenable, in 
that it assumes that an employer- 
in this state is a personfied insurer 
of the life of an employe, and that 
the 
compensation 
law 
is the 
equivalent of a paid-up insurance 
policy payable at death regardless 
of negligent acts of the assured.

SERVING THE PUBLIC. 


A few days ago a Nebraska 


state official complained about the 
action of a railioad m relation to 
a public matter. The complaint 
brought an instant response from 
a high official of the railroad and 
the misunderstanding between the 
state authority and the railroad 
authorities was quickly cleared 
away. This fact is mentioned be- 
cause it indicates th^ changed at- 
titude of railroads toward the pub- 
lic and their present intense de- 
sire to do their part in every pub- 
lic matter and to maintain the 
kindly regard of the public itseH. 


This is a far cry from the atti- 


tude of railroad officials a few 
years ago. It is in strange con- 
trast to the position of one of the 
early builders of railroads who 
on one occasion was quoted as 
saying, "The public be damned." 
The change illustrates weJl why 
the railroads were once in dis- 
favor with the people and how ef- 
forts are now being made and 
have been made for several years 
to regain favor that should never 
have been lost. 


Even as late as the cottiing of 


the motor car the public remem- 
bered the earlier attitude. Not all 
the railroad officials went so far 
as to say "the public be damned," 
but many of them did much to 
instil dislike in the public mind 
by actions that spoke almost as 
loud as words. 
So it was not 


strange when the motor car came 
that the people eagerly embraced 
it for the service it could render 
and the convenience it 
offered. 


Few worried over what was being 
done to the railroads, and that 
may have been largely because of 
the past attitude of many railroad 
officials. 


But the change has come. Rail- 


road men want to do their share 
in carrying the public burden. 
They want to help where it is pos- 
sible for them to help. They are 
no longer representatives of a 
transportation monopoly. They are 
trying- to escape from the sins of 
their predecessors. 
The country 


can't get along -without the trunk 
line railroads but it has proved 
that it can get along: reasonably 
well without a great many of the 
branch feeder lints. It has made 
it plain to railroad managers that 
if they want traffic they must 
make a proper bid for it. The rail- 
road men have accepted that situ- 
ation and are making that bid. 


As evidence of that effort note 


the faster freight trains, the pick- 
up and delivery systems installed, 
the faster, dustless, air conditioned 
passenger trains and the treatment 
that is accorded to all, regardless 
of whether they are railway pa- 
trons or not. The change came 
rather slowly, hut it is none the 
less acceptable, now that it has j 
come. The railroads are trying to ' 
jerve, 
and 
their new 
attitude 


toward the public is appreciated. 


MERCHANT EXTRAORDINARY.

Such a 
device, quite crude and imperfect 
by the way, was placed on each 
of 20,000 CCC camp trucks and 
the accident rate dropped fully 50 
percent.

ing firecrackers. Communities like 
Milwaukee simply had to take 
these dangerous toys from their 
hands. How much longer must we 
continue picking horribly mangled, 
broken bodies from our highways 
before we turn to the practical 
task of taking 60, 70, 80 and 90 
miles per hour cars out of the 
hands, of our grownup children?

With the purchase of the cir- 
culation 
lists and the 
physical 


equipment of the Omaha Bee-News 
by the World Herald, Nebraska 
loses a familiar newspaper name. 
The Omaha Bee had been pub- 
lished continuously up to the time 
of its merger with the Omaha 
News, and after that as the Bee- 
News, since 1871. For many years 
it stood as a monument to the 
genius of one man, Edward Roae- 
water. He alone made it profitable 
and prominent. 
Much of its im- 
portance in later years, even, was 
due to the farsight of its founder. 
Many Nebraskans will regret the 
passing of a newspaper that they 
have read so long. Nebraska, how- 
ever, is not lacking in daily news- 
papers. The growth of dailies in 
the smaller cities in recent years 
has been marked, and the news- 
paper fields in Omaha and Lincoln 
remain well filled. 


New paving was opened for use 


between Grand Island and Aurora 
Tuesday morning. That is an im- 
portant asset to Lincoln, as well 
as to other cities. While this was 
being done delegations from towns 
along No. 16 were asking the gov- 
ernor for more paving on that 
road and such remarking as would 
designate No. 16 as No. 30 South 
from Omaha to Clarks. The pros- 
pect for paving on No. 18 is not 
good. The program outlined for 
two years to come does not include 
that work. It is noted as a matter 
of record that Omaha does not 
join in the request to have No. 16 
remarked as No. 30 South. 


Grand Island is dedicating its 
new airport. This airport has cost 
in the neighborhood of a half mil- 
lion dollars, and is equipped for 
the use of the largest commercial 
planes now in service.

taxpayers owe creditors about 37 
billion dollars now, and it is rather 
difficult 
to prevent them 
from 
worrying about payment when the 
government keeps on spending 
more than its Income. If an indi- 
vidual were doing what the ad- 
ministration is, everybody would 
be saying he was sure to go broke. 


The League of Nations says that 
it can do nothing to save China 
from being overwhelmed by Japan 
except to invoke the force of eco- 
nomics against it.

DEFENDS VALUATION 


FOR TWO RAILROADS 


State's Attorney Says Com- 


putation Difficult But 


Fair in Results. 


While admitting it to be difficult 


to properly value the property of 
an insolvent railroad company for 
purposes of taxation, Atty. Gen. 
Hunter told the supreme'' court 
Tuesday the figure placed by Tax 
Commissioner Smith and adopted 
by the state board of equalization 
for the current year is just and 
proper as applied to the properties 
of the Northwestern and Minne- 
apolis & Omaha roads, valued re- 
spectively 
at 
$11,021,777 
and 
$2,643,895, on property within the 
state. 


This result was reached by tak- 
ing the value as determined in 
1929, 
when the 
road 
was fully 
solvent, then adjusting on a per- 
centage basis to meet present con- 
ditions. If net revenue were used, 
the valuation would be still higher. 
The difficulties lie in the fact that 
capitalizing the income would be 
useless; that taking the physical 
valuation would result in too high 
a figure, and the stocks and bonds 
method cannot 
be used because 
these do not reflect the potential 
value and would be too low. 


The railroatl attorneys find but 
one fault with the computation 
used, that the

should not 
have added the item of matured in- 
terest defaulted on bond issues. 
Mr. Hunter said this was done be- 
cause the board deemed it proper 
to add to the value of stocks and 
bonds the excess of ita current 
liabilities over P nd above its cur- 
rent assets.

Disputes Definition "Liberty." 


Some of my fnends who talk 


i glibly of the right of any individual 
I to do anything he wants with any 
1 of his pioperty take the point of 
view that it is not the concern of 


' federal or state or local government 
to interfere with what they miscall 
"the liberty of the individual." 
With them I do not agree and 
never have agreed because, unlike 
them, I am thinking of the future 
ot the United States. My concep- 
tion of liberty does not permit an 
individual citizen or group of citi- 
zens to commit acts of depredation 
against nature in such a way as 
to harm their neighbors, and espe- 
cially to harm the future genera- 
tions of Americans. If many years 
ago we had had 
the necessary 


knowledge and especially the neces- 
sary willingness on the part of the 
federal government to act on it, we 
would have saved a sum which, in 
the last few years, has cost the tax- 
payers of the nation at least two 
billion dollars. 
Coming back to the watershed of 
the Columbia river, which covers 
the greater part of the states of 
Oregon, Washington, Idaho and n 
part of Montana, it is increasingly 
important that we think of that re- 
gion as a unit and especially in 
terms of the whole population of 
that area as it is today and as we 
expect it will be 50 and even 100 
years from now. 


I appreciate and understand fully 
the desire of some who live close to 
some of the great sources of power 
in this watershed to seek the ad- 
vantages which como from geo- 
graphical proximity. 
More than eight years ago, when 
I became governor of ihe state of 
New York, we developed plans for 
the harnessing of the St. Lawrence 
river and the production of n vast 
amount of cheap power. The good 
people who ll^ved within a few miles 
of the proposed dam. were enthused 
by the prospect of building up n 
huge manufacturing center close to 
the source of the power—another 
Pittsburgh—a vnst city of whirling 
machinery. 
It was a natural dream, but wiser 
counsels prevailed and the govern- 
ment of the state laid down a policy 
based on the distribution of the 
proposed power to ns wide an area 
as the science of the transmission 
would permit. 
We felt that the governor rind the 
legislature of the state owed it to 
the people in the smaller communi- 
ties for hundreds of iiiJles nround 
to give them the benefit of cheap 
electricity in their homes and their 
farms and their shoiw. And while 
the St. Lawrence project is still on 
paper, I have no doubt of its ulti- 
mate development, and of the ap- 
plication of the policy of the wid- 
est possible use when the electric 
current starts to flow. 
That is \\ hv in developing elec- 
tricity from this Bonneville dam 
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;rowth actually

depends on a simultaneous healthy 
growth of every smaller community 
within a radius of hundreds of 
miles. 
Your situation in the noithwest Is 


In this respect no different from 
the situation in the other great re- 
gions of the nation. That is why it 
has been proposed in the congress 
that regional planning boards be 
set up for the tuirpose of co-ordinat- 
ing the planning for the future in 
seven or eight natural geographical 
regions. 
You will have read here as else- 
where many misleading and utterly 
untrue statements in some papers 
and by some politicians that this 
proposed legislation would set up 
all 
powerful 
authorities 
which 


would destroy state lines, take away 
local government and make what 
people call a totalitarian or authori- 
tarian or some other kind of a 
dangerous national centralized con- 
trol. 


Most 
people 
realize that 
the 
exact opposite Is the truth—that 
regional commissions will be far 
more closely in touch with the needs 
of all the localities and all the peo- 
ple in their respective regions than 
a system of plans which originates 
in the capital of the nation. 
By decentralizing as I have pro- 
posed, the chief executive, the va- 
rious government departments, and 
the congress itself will be able to 
get from each region a carefully 
worked, out plan each year—a plan 
based on future needs, a plan which 
will seek primarily to help all the 
people of the region without unduly 
favoring any one locality of dis- 
criminating against any other. 


Planning1 from "Ground Up.' 


In other words, the responsibility 


of the federal government for the 
welfare of its citizens will not come 
from, the top in the form of un- 
planned, hit 01 miss appropriations 
of money, but will progress to the 
national capital from the ground up

To you who live thousands of 
miles away in other parts of the 
United States, I want to give two or 
three simple facts. This Bonneville 
dam on the Columbia river, 42 miles 
east of Portland, with Oregon on 
the south side of the river and 
Washington on the north, is one of 
the major power and navigation 
projects undertaken since 1933. 
It is 170 feet high and 1.250 feet 
long. It has been built bv the corps 
of engineers of the war department, 
and when fully completed, with part 
of its power installations, will cost 
$51.000.000. 
Its lock will enable shipping to 


use this great waterway much fur- 
ther inland than at present, and

If fever is present the patient

"that the new dealers are not in- 
terested in making private enter- 
prise more effective. We repub- 
licans are. And let me impress it 
upon you again and again." 


Earler, at a pi ess conference, 


Hamilton said he thought a ma- 
jority of the members of the na- 
tional committee favors an off 
year national convention in ad- 
vance of next year's congressional 
elections. The conference followed 
a meeting of young republican club 
leaders from diverse sections of 
the country at which a difference 
of opinion was said to "have de- 
veloped on the advisability of such 
a convention. For the most part, 
however, the meeting was devoted 
to a discussion of what activities 
the national young republican or- 
ganization should undertake and 
how they should be financed. J. 
Kenneth Bradley, chairman of the 
young: republican national feder- 
ation, was authorized to appoint 
two committees, one to consider 
each question and both to report 
to the executive committee of the 
federation.

16 WITHIN TWO HEARS 


So Says Governor, But He 


Will Aid in Getting It 


Remarked. 


A delegation of 50 or 
more 


Omaha citizens and citizens from 
Yutan, Wahoo, David City, Stroms- 
burg, Osceola and other towns be- 
tween Omaha and Clarks asked 
Governor Cochran to joi n them 
Monday afternoon in asking for 
rerouting of highway 30 south and 
50 miles of paving on the proposed 
new routing between Omaha and 
Clarks ovqr state highway 16 were 
told by the governor 
that 
im- 


provement of 16 in the way of 
paving would be impossible within 
the next two years since the state 
highway program had been sub- 
mitted to the federal bureau last 
spring and approved by that bu- 
reau and it woulcj be difficult or 
impossible to change this 
pro- 
gram. 


The governor informed the dele- 


gation that he would join them in 
asking for a rerouting but that 
there was little prospect of ac- 
complishing, that. 
He 
explained 


that the 
government 
does 
not 


mark U. S. highways, this being 
done by agreement of states and 
there is no central body to do it 
except the executive committee to 
the National Association of State 
Highway Engineers now in session 
at Boston. He said there would be 
little time before that convention 
adjourns for State Engineer Tilley 
of Nebraska and State Engineer 
White of Iowa to agree on re- 
marking. 


Governor Cochran at the close 


of the meeting, with the aid of 
the delegation dictated this mes- 
sage to State Engineer Tilley, now 
in Boston: "Seventy-five citizens 
desire U. S. route marking for No. 
16 between Omaha and 
Clarks, 


probably extending westward in 
the future along present route on 
No. 16 or modification of same. 
Suggestion made 
that 
this 
be 


marked U. S. 32 and that it be 
continued into Iowa with hope of 
obtaining a more 
direct 
U. S. 


marked route to the east than now 
attains. It appears to me there is 
a great deal of merit to this re- 
quest and that you should do ev- 
erything possible to help the exec- 
utive committee to accomplish this 
in whole or in part." 


Tilley was asked to wire any 


reply he may have to make. 


J. H. Owen, of^the Butler Coun- 


ty Press, was Chairman of the 
delegation which met in the gov- 
ernor's hearing room. J. W. Krujr, 
secretary of the Omaha Automo- 
bile club, presented the claims of 
Omaha, stating that

sought by Omaha for years. He 
admitted it was a somewhat sel- 
fish motive and said Omaha had 
lost much tourist travel and de- 
sired to regain it, but declared 
the proposed rerouting would help 
the entire state of Nebraska.

Edwin John Hoppe, driver of the 


car which struck and killed Mrs. 
Fern Taft Saturday night on west 
O, was absolved of all blame at an 
inquest 
Monday 
afternoon 
at 


Splain, Schnell & Griffiths. The 
jury found the death was due to 
an unavoidable accident. Deputy 
County Attorney Young conaucted 
the hearing-. 


The accident occurred near Em- 


erald and reports by county au- 
thorities indicated Mrs. Taft and 
some of her five companions had 
gotten out of a parked car and 
were on the paving at the time 
she was hit. Testimony indicated 
the parked machine was headed 
east on the south side of the road 
and that the Hoppe car was also 
eastbound. 


Hoppe, who lives at 2442 So. 


14th, testified he was blinded by 
the lights of an approaching car 
and that tho he saw Mrs. Taft 
and several companions when close 
upon them, he was unable 
to 


swerve enough to miss them be- 
cause the other car would not give 
ground. He said he had been at- 
tending a dance and admitted he 
had one bottle of beer. Hoppe esti- 
mated his speed at between 30 and 
40 miles an hour and said the car 
went about 75 feet after hitting 
the woman. 
"I could have missed her if the 


oncoming car had given an inch,"

of the country mobilized for the

unsolved question remains: 


the reich's two

women. One of the nazi tenets is 
that the main duty of the German 
woman, if racially satisfactory, is 
to marry and produce 
lots 
of 


healthy children. 
The family, it 


has been stressed again and again 
by nazi leaders from Hitler down, 
is- and remains the nucleus of the 
state. 


Now Germany has an excess fe- 


male population of approximately 
two million, most of whom are be- 
lieved to be anxious to assume the 
duties of motherhood. 
More than 


10 percent of all births in the reich 
are illegitimate, according" to sta- 
tistics. 
Minor nazi lights have on 


various occasions aired more or 
less drastic proposals to find a so- 
lution of the problem. 


It has been urged that the po- 


sition of the unmarried mother 
should be radically revised—that 
no social degredation should at- 
tach to what formerly was re- 
garded as a "lapse of virtue" if 
the result is biologically accept- 
able, and that illegitimate off- 
spring- should bear no stigma, nor

Not long ago the Monthly Rasse
